SEYMOUR 
MINERS 


AND 


In  another  column  will  be  found  the  reply 
of  the  Governor  of  British  Columbia  to  the 
petition  of  the  miners  end  traders'  of  the 
neighboring  colony.  The  document  is  in 
many  ways  n  commendable  one,  but  we  are 
not  ready  to  classify  it  with  the  letters  of 
Junius  or  the  essays  of  Maeanlay.  It  evi- 
dently appears,  however,  to  oar  New  West- 
minster contemporaries  a  masterpiece  of 
diction,  logic,  and  poiitieai  economy.  They 
regard  it  with  almost  a  superstitions  awe, 
suoh  as  the  good  Mussulman  is  inspired  with 
when  he  reads  the  stored  pages  of  the  Ko- 
ran. The  Columbian  talks  of  it  as  a  "  unique 
gem  of  statesmanship,"  and  shrinks  from  the 
"  attempt  to  portray  in  language  its  intrinsic 
worth  and  luminosity  ;••  and  its  brothel  flun- 
key of  the  Times,  with  even  a  more  amusing 
attempt  at  obsequiousness  and  adoration,  de- 
clares in  substance  it  is  the  most  important 
document  of  the  age— it  is,  in  faot,  says  this 
newly-fledged  but  sapient  journalist,  like  a 
*  leading  artiole  in  the  Oovernment  Gazette !" 
We  thought  the  "  unique  gem"  and  ■  lu- 
minosity" business  was  rather  good,  bnt  met- 
aphor and  comparison  are  completely  swal- 

■  llHwa  t\>  In  the  grander  conception— tne 

lending  article  of  the  Government  Gazette. 
We  hope  His  Excellency  will  accept  the 
compliment,  and,  if  "  that  well  known  politi- 
cal writer"  who  nought  repose  from  his  ex- 
hausting literary  labors  in  the  balmy  atmos- 
phere of  San  Francisco  should  in  a  moment 
of  journalistic  enthusiasm  address  him  as  our 
"  distinguished  contemporary  the  Gazette," 
feel  grateful  for  the  honor  conferred. 

To  turn,  however,  from  (he  drivellings  of 
these  abasing  commentators  and  recur  to  His 
Excellency's  reply.    The  first  portion  of  the 
document  bases  the  neoessity  of  the  recent 
change  in  the  Customs  regulations  on  the 
net  that  by  the  old  system  the  freight  of  ves- 
sels from  abroad  was  taxed,  and  "  the  ship 
while  on  her  voyage  was  thus  made  to  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  the  publio  insti- 
tutions of  the  colony."    Now  we  really  can* 
not  see  anything  so  very  objectionable  in 
this — certainly  nothiog  sufficiently  obnoxious 
to  necessitate  eo  sweeping  a  change  as  that 
which  has  been  made.   His  Excellency,  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  principle,  would  have 
to  tax  an  article  on  its  price  at  the  place 
of  production,  not  on  the  price  at  the  place 
ef  export     The  present  British'  Oolnmbia 
Ordina& oe  does  not  abolish  the  evil,  if  such 
it  can  be  called ;  for  the  article  manufactured 
in  Manchester  has  to  pay  on  its  freight  from 
that  city  to  London.      There  is,  however, 
nothing  in  the  argument  ;  for  if  the  freight 
to  not  taxed  the  doty  on  goods  will  have  to 
be  increased  to  the  amount  which  was  pre* 
viensly  paid  oo  both — so  that  the  result  is 
virtually  the  same  to  the  Government  and 
the  same  to  the  oonsnmer.   His  Excellency 
acknowledges  as  much  when  he  tells  the  miner 
that  the  increase  of  duties  is  only  so  ap- 
parently and  nol  in  reality.     All  this,  bow- 
ever,  is  on  the  supposition  that  New  West- 
minster will  have  direct  communioalion  with 
the  great  ports  of  the  world— an  hypothesis  so 
*  very  slender  that  the  whole  arguments  of 
Governor  Seymour  are  rendered  fallacious, 
if  not,  indeed,  sophistical.     If  New  West- 
minster is  to  have  direct  trade  with  those 
places,  British  Columbia  will  have  to  pay 
for  it,  and  the  money  of  course  will  have  to 
come  ont  of  the  miner's  pocket.     It  is  this 
great  foot  which  his  Bxoellenoy  seems  to 
have   overlooked.     If  it  costs  fifteen  or 
twenty  thousand  pounds  a  year— and  we  are 
far  within  the  mark — to   force  trade  from 
the  outer  world  op  the  Fraser,  that  amount 
will  bare  to  be  made  np  by  increased  tax* 
ation.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  trade  continues 
in  its  present  channel  via  Victoria,  the  re- 
cent increase  to  the  duties  will  fall  exceed- 
ingly onerous  on  the  mining  population.

There  is  something,  however,  in  the  docu- 
ment that,  despite  its  probable  failure  to  sat- 
isfy the  miners  on  the  main  points  of  their 
petition,  must  give  Governor  Seymour  a  high 
place  in  their  esteem.  Few  men  in  his  po- 
sition would  have  taken  the  same  trouble  to 
answer  such  a  prayer  as  was  presented,  and 
His  Excellency's  affability  and  absence  of 
assumption  will  go  far  to  make  the  miners 
accept  in  good  spirit  the  request  that  they 
will  give  the  measure  a  fair  trial.  The  most 
important  point  in  the  gubernatorial  docu- 
ment is  His  Excellency's  allusion  to  union. 
Governor  Seymour  perceives  at  a  glance  that 
this  measure  by  bringing  both  colonies  under 
the  same  responsibilities  and  the  same  tax- 
ation would  remove  every  vestige  ef  dissatis- 
faction; and  we  are  glad  to  find  implied  i  n 
Hie  Excellency's  remarks,  that  the  recent 
resolutions  of  the  Assembly,  unlike  former 
offers,  afford  a  proposal  that  may  be  accepted 
by  the  neighboring  colony.

The  House  took  up  tho  School 
amended  by  the  Legislative  Council. 

Dr.  Dickson  aaid  the  bill  aa  sent  down  by 
theCouneil  waa  most  objeotiooable,  and  be 
would  strongly  oppose  it.  Tbe  bill  sent 
up  by^thia  House  waa  a  very  good  one,  but

PILOT  SBRVICB. 

Mr.  DeCosmoa  said  he  bad  the  Pilot  Aot, 
1864,  before  him,  assented  to  by  the  Gover- 
nor lest  April.   This  act  empowered  tbe  Go- 
vernor to  appoint  Commissioners;  wbiek  bad 
been  done,  but  these  Commissioners  had 
dooe  nothing  ever  since  their  appointment. 
He  had  been  told  that  the  reason  why  they 
did  not  discharge  their  duties  was  that  tbey 
had  not  power  to  appoint  pilots  for  Naa- 
aimo— a   most  absurd  idea.    Tbe  City 
Counoil  might  as  well  refuse  to  work  because 
they  could  not  make  by-laws  for  Nanaimo. 
He  had  collected  some  statistics  from  the 
pilots  for  the  time  doling  whioh  the  present 
act  bad  been  in  force,  from  which  it  appear- 
ed that  the  total  receipts  for  that  time  had 
been  98,675.   By  the  act  the  pilots  had  to 
keep  a  boat  cruising  outside  Race  Rooks. 
Tbey  did  this  up  till  December  last,  and 
their  expenses  including  outfit  of  a  boat,  &o., 
had  been  $2,330.   The  profits  to  tbe  pilots 
for  this  time,  after  deducting  expenses,  were 
81,345,  or  at  the  rate  of  $48  per  month. 
Tho  pilots  therefore  complained  they  they 
could  not  make  a  living.   They  were  pre- 
pared however  to  keep  a  pilot  boat  cruising 
n  accordance  with  tbe  aot  if  they  were  al* 
lowed  to  charge  pilot  dues  on  every  vesse 
over  50  tons  coming  from  foreign  parts,  that 
is,  every  veesel  except  those  trading  with 
British  Columbia  and  employed  in  Vancou- 
ver Island  coasting  trade.    The  pilots  bad 
not  made  heretofore  more  than  8600  a  year, 
-rbereae  ho  thought  they  should  at  least  have 
150  a  month.    They  were  however  qaite 
prepared  to  carry  out  the  bill  provided  tbe 
above  provision  were  made.    If  this  were 
not  done  the  only  other  mode  would  be  to 
make  tbe  pilots  officers  of  the  colony  and

Dr.  Helmcken  thought  pilots  certainly 
were  of  great  importance,  but  not  of  each 
immense  importance  as  they  seemed  to 
think,  or  as  some  people  would  have  tbe 
House  to  imagine.

It  was  folly  to  think  of  levying  increased 
pilot  dues  because  there  were  fewer  vessels 
coming  here.  He  was  prepared  to  go  as  far 
aa  this  with  other  hon.  members,  that  was,  to 
make  the  pilets  Government  officers. 

Dr.  Dickson  argued  in  favor  of  some  mea- 
sure of  relief  for  the  pilots,  although  he 
thought  tbe  pilotage  on  vessels  should  be 
kept  aa  low  as  possible. 

Mr.  M' Glare  thought  all  veeeele,  steamers 
cr  not,  coming  from  foreign  ports  should  pay 
pilotage.  He  did  not  see  why  the  California 
steamers  should  be  exempted.  Even  if  we  had 
to  pay  it  beck  in  increased  mail  subsidies 
that  should  not  alter  tbe  priooiple  of  the 
thing.   Tbe  Law  Courts  of  California  had 
recently  decided  that  steamers  coming  into 
San  Francisco  were  liable  to  pay  pilotage, 
and  arrears  for  a  number  of  years  baok  for 
half  pilotage  were  obliged  to  be  paid  to  the 
pilots.    He  could  not  agree  with  tbe  hon. 
Speaker  that  pilote  should  be  Government 
officers.

Any  mining  ex- 
citement in  either  colony  would  probably 
make  even  aa  addition  necessary.  Under  any 
circumstances  he  thought  three  waa  aa  small 
a  number  as  we  could  have. 

Mr.  De  Cosmos  urged  that  the  whole  of  tbe 
blame  of  tbe  non-working  of  the  Pilot  Aot 
was  the  negligence  of  the  commissioner?'

The 
expense  of  keeping  a  pilot-boat  also  would 
be  tbe  same  for  one  pilot  as  for  three.  The 
great  complaint  against  this  port  was  tbat 
vaasels  so  often  got  aabore,  agd  we  should 
endeavour  by  all  means  to  obviate  this  re« 
ptoach.  As  to  making  pilots  Government 
offloere,  it  might,  peruaps,  work  tolerably 
well,  bat  be  agreed  with  his  hon.  colleague 
the  services  would  not  be  ao  faithfully  ren- 
dered as  if  they  were  paid  by  fees— a  sys- 
tem whioh  waa  adopted  by  almost  all  eiv* 
ilised  nations.  He  thought  tbe  best  coarse

It  will  probably  be  represented  to  you  in 
the  town  from  which  you  address  me,  that  tbo 
late  Custom's  Act  has  been  drawn  up  on 
principles  hostile  to  Vancouver  Island.  Suofa 
is  not  the  case.  All  the  products  raised  by 
the  agriculture  or  manufactured  by  the  skill 
and  industry  of  tbe  sister  colony  receive, 
frcw  her  proximity,  a  protection  in  our  mar- 
kets. The  beer,  tbe  older,  the  carriages, 
whatever  is  made  or  gr.»wn  on  the  Island, 
enter  ou  highly  favorable  terms  into  compe- 
tition with  similar  articles  introduced  from 
Californiofjor  Europe.  If  Vancouver  Island 
is  not  in  a  position  to  profit  by  this  beneficial 
arrangement  of  our  law.  you  will  see  tbat 
that  is  no  reason  wby  Victoria  should,  by 
doing  the  principal  commercial  operations  of 
this  oolony,  levy  a  toll  on  all  tbat  we  use  or 
consume. 

But  I  by  no  means  wish  to  deny  that  there 
is  an  appearance  of  unfriendliness  towards 
the  place  from  which  yon  write,  and  I  doubt 
not  but  tbat  the  expressions  of  "unjust" 
and  "  inequitable,"  which  you  apply  to  our 
recent  legislation,  would  find  wide  echo 
there.

GOVERNOR  i   SEYMOUR'S  RBPLT 
TO  THE  MINERS'  PETITION, 

Tbe  following  is  published  in  the  British 
Co<Mm6»e»,  as  tha  Governor's  reply  to  the 
petition  of  tho  Cariboo  miners,  packers,  and 
tradere  : 

New  Westminster,  Maroh  23, 1865. 
Gentlemen,— I  bad  the  honor  to  receive, 
on  tbe  18th  inst.,  from  tbe  bands  of  the 
gentleman  selected  by  the  people  of  Cariboo 
East  to  represent  their  interests  in  tho  Legis- 
lative Counoil,  tha  petition  ndopted  at  a  pob- 
lio meeting  hold  in  Victoria  on  tbe  25th 
February,  1865.  You  object  to  tbe  Customs 
Ordinance  lately  passed  in  forcible  terms, 
and  give  your  reasons  for  tbe  objections  you 
entertain.  Ton  state  tbat  your  expressions 
are  full  and  hooest.  Of  this  I  feel  ito  doubt, 
and  I  am  induced  in  return  to  give  you  some 
bonest  explanations.  Though  I  do  not  ob- 
serve appended  to  tbe  petition  many  of  the 
names  most  familiar  to  mo  in  Cariboo,  yet  the 
opportunities  of  direct  communication  be- 
tween tbe  Governor  and  tha  mining  popula- 
tion are  so  fewjlhat  I  am  willing,  Tot  the  pur- 
pose of  replying;  to  consider  your  petition  as 
expressing,  in  some  measure,  the  opinion  of 
the  miners  of  British  Columbis. 

The  general  principles  of  tbe  bill,  which 
haa  now  become  law,  wero  adopted  by  the 
Legislative  Counoil  before  my  arrival  in  tbe 
colony.  Understand  that  1  am  net  wiabing 
to  throw  any  of  tbe  responsibility  that  be- 
longs to  me  on  others.  I  shall  not  assent  te 
|ny  measure  that  I  am  not  props  red  te  de- 
fend. The  law  I  found  in  foroe,  and  which 
has  bow  been  repealed,  contained  the  ob- 
jectionable and  unusual  clause  tbat  the  value 
of  the  commodities  introduced  to  (hia  colony 
should  be  calculated  at  the  place  of  import ; 
ibea  faxing  freight,  end  making  tbe  ship 
while  oa  ber  voyage  contribute  to  the  sup- 


It  is  beyond  all  things  just  and  equitable 
that  a  community,  like" an  individual,  should 
make  arrangements  for  the  pnymeot  of  tbe 
debts  it  may  incur.  You  are  aware  that 
British  Colombia  bas  been  a  large  borrower 

gold  mines,  and  thus  reducing  the  expense 
of  living  there.  What  is  the  security  for  this 
debt?    We   can    hardly  flatter  ourselves 
tbat  tbe  colony,  which  moat  of  you,  gentle- 
men,  leave   by  the  very  first  opportunity 
wtierrthe  mining -season  closes,  would  have 
sufficient  attractions  to  induce  you  to  return 
to  our  gold  creeks  if  richer  temptations  offer 
ed  themselves  elsewhere.   Tbe  non-resident 
traders,  who  derive  nearly  all  the  profits  from 
the  commercial  transactions  pf  this  colony, 
are  not,  ef  course,  in  any  way  liable  for  its 
debts.   The  best  security  would  be  In  a  resi- 
dent population ;  and  it  is  but  reasonable 
that  those  who  have  made  of  this  colony 
their  home,  at  whatever  risk,  should  have  the 
larger  sbaro  of  the  profits  of  its  commercial 
transactions.    Let  those  who  wish  to  monop- 
olize the  profits  oome  to  the  oolony  and 
share  the  risks,  and  I  would  venture  to  re- 
mark tbat  if  youend  the  other  miners  who 
now  live  but  half  the  year  in  British  Co- 
lumbia were  to  remain  here  during  tbe  twelve 
months,  the  taxation  would  fall  mnub  lighter 
on  all.

Customs  Act  to  which  you  object. 

I  have,  however,  no  fear  of  tbe  ability  ol 
the  colony  to  meet  its  preseot  and  probable 
prospective  indebtedness.  But  this  thouid 
not  be  left  to  chance. 

Tbe  reduction  in  tbe  cost  of  living,  which 
I  will  show  you  must  take  place  at  Cariboo, 
will  make  your  labura  more  profitable,  and 
thousands  are  now  approaohioir  our  southern 
boundary  to  work  tbe  newly  discovereJ  gold 
fields  and  share,  temporarily  at  least,  in  the 
pubhe  burdens. 

Tou  see  that  1  do  not  assent  to  the  main 
propositions  contained  in  your  addreas,  there- 
ore  I  will  not  follow  you  into  details.  I  know 
that  the  immediate  operation  of  tbe  new  Cus- 
toms law  is  disagreeable— its  benefits  not 
yet  within  your  reach. 

ton  have  selected  the  articles  of  beans 
specially  for  comment— an  article  balky,  bat 
of  small  intrinsic  value.  Compare  the  price 
of  ibeaas  at  New  Westminster  and  Williams 
Creek,  aod  aee  what  makes  them  dear 
in  the  latter  place. 

It  is  the  transport,  not  the  tax.  If  all  the 
beans  for  future  consamption  were  to  be 
stored  in  Victoria  and  introduced  at  the 
highest  doty,  and  no  improvements  were 
made  in  the  communications,  the  difference 
of  price  would  be  infinitesimal  and  utterly 
unappreeiable  in  tbe  miners'  dai'y  meals.
